Under  this  title  Dr.  E.  R.  Paillou  tells  the  story  of  this 
new  variety  in  his  recent  book  “Home  Town  Sketches.” 
It  seems  that  the  doctor  while  working  on  his  little  fruit 
farm  in  Jefferson  County,  Missouri  found  four  sprouts 
growing  out  of  the  stump  of  an  old  apple  tree,  coming 
from  below  the  original  graft.  He  cut  out  all  but  the 
most  vigorous  one  and  four  years  later,  the  new  tree  began 
to  bear  large,  beautifully  red  apple  of  surpassing  flavor. 

At  first  the  doctor  called  it  the  “Red  Bird,”  but,  finding 
this  name  in  use,  he  decided  to  keep  the  name  by  which 
it  was  known  among  his  friends,  the  “Dr  Paillou.”  Three 
years  ago  the  doctor  had  us  propagate  a hundred  trees 
from  the  original  for  his  own  orchard  and  for  distribution 
among  his  friends. 

Since  the  publication  of  the  story  in  “Home  Town 
Sketches,”  so  many  inquiries  have  been  made  about  the 
new  apple  that  the  Jenkins  Nursery  was  chosen  to  prop- 
agate and  distribute  the  young  trees.  The  doctor  has 
stipulated  that  the  trees  be  sold  at  a fair  price  and  with 
no  restrictions  as  to  scions.  There  are  neither  royalties  nor 
advertising  campaigns  to  be  paid  for  by  the  buyer. 

The  Dr.  Paillou  tree  is  a vigorous  grower,  has  dark 
wood,  blooms  April  1st  to  10th.  The  apple  runs  from 
large  to  very  large  in  size,  has  juicy,  white  flesh  and  the 
flavor  is  reminiscent  of  the  Stayman  and  of  the  old  Gen- 
iton  at  its  best.  The  color,  however,  is  superior  to  that 
of  both  of  those  good  apples. 

The  fruit  keeps  well  in  a cool,  dark  cellar  until  April.
